TO LAY TWO CABLES AND PIPELINE UNDER THE GULF FOR SUPPLY 

OF ELECTRICITY AND WATER TO SPARSELY POPULATED FAILAKA ISLAND. 
AL-HAMAD INDICATED THIS PART PLAN DEVELOP RECREATIONAL AND 
TOURIST FACILITIES ON ISLAND. (SEE REFTELS). 

2. THIS WILL ALMOST CERTAINLY BE INTERNATIONAL TENDER AND 

ONE LOCAL CONTRACTOR ESTIMATED COST LAYING UNDERWATER CABLE 
AS KDIOO PER METER (KDl EQUALS $3.38), ALTHOUGH EMBASSY 
HAS NO WAY VERIFYING THAT ESTIMATE. WITH FAILAKA LYING ABOUT 
20 KILOMETERS OFE COAST AT ITS CLOSEST POINT, THIS 
INDICATES INSTALLATION ELECTRICAL CABLES ALONE MAY RUN 
UPWARDS FIFTEEN MILLION DOLLARS. 

3. REQUEST COMMERCE NOTIFY MAJOR SUPPLIERS ELECTRICAL 
CABLE AND CONTRACTORS HAVING EXPERIENCE IN THIS TYPE CON- 
STRUCTION OF POSSIBLE FUTURE OPPORTUNITIES IN KUWAIT.
